Rise in Payroll Tax. 

If Missouri accepted the loan 
and failed to repay within four 
years, the payroll] tax on Mis- 
souri employers would be in- 
creased from its present maxi- 
mum of 3 per cent to 4.5 per 
cent, under the proposed legis- 
lation. The higher rate would 
have to be levied until the debt 
was paid, Blair said.

The time 
of Lorillot’s departure was not 
given.

Ostensibly, Lorillot’s mission 
is one of discussing routine 
military operations against the 
Algerian nationalists who have 
been fighting French rule for 
more than 3’ years. But that 
official reason for the mission 
apparently is to ward off angry 
demonstrations when Lorillot 
arrives

America is not going to 
stand still. America is going 
to grow—and grow and grow. 

The question that faces us 
today is not whether Amer- 
ica is going to continue to 
grow and make progress, but 
how quickly our economy is 
going to resume its full and 
healthy advance. 

My answer tonight is this: 
reports from the country 
strongly indicate that the 
economic decline of recent 
months is slowing down. Not 
all our economic troubles are 


over by any means. But 
there is a change in the 
making, That it will prove 


to be a change for the better, 

I have no doubt. 

What America must do now 
{< to gather all its forces for a 
new offensive to promote an 
early upturn and renewed eco- 
nomic growth that is vigorous 
and sound. No single person 
and no single group, however

come here. tonight and call on 
you as business men to do your 
full part unless I felt confident

Government—while it can- 
not guarantee prosperity— 
has a continuing responsibil- 
ity in times like these to use 
its powers to help counter- 
act recession. It has a duty 
to alleviate human hardship 
and protect our human re- 
sources, to help promote an 
upturn in production and em- 
ployment, and to help build 
a solid foundation for long- 
term growth. All this it 
should seek to do in a way 
that strengthens the vitality 
of our private enterprise sys- 
tem, and that includes safe- 
guarding the integrity of our 
currency. 

Carrying out this responsibil- 
ity, your government has acted 
over a period of many months 
in many ways to counter the 
recession and foster recovery 
Let me cite the main items in 
this record of action 


Government Actions. 

First. the independent Fed- 
eral Reserve System has in- 
creased the availability of cred- 
it and has helped reduce its 
cost to borrowers 

Second. a series of actions 
starting last August has been 
taken to promote private hous- 
ing construction and to step 
up activity in such fields as 
urban renewal and college 
housing 

Third. measures have been 
taken toward accelerating ap- 
proved public construction in 
many categories, such as post 
office modernization, water re- 
source projects, hospitals and 
highways. The accent has been 
on the speeding up of going or 


authorized work on needed fa- 
cilities. | am determined not 
to get bogged down in a slow- 


starting. emergency public 
works program, which would 
provide, a minimum. of jobs 


now and a maximum of budge- 
tary headaches in the years 
ahead 

One truth we should al- 
ways hold before our eyes: 
reckless expenditures in the 
name of economic stimula- 
tion is both wrong and self- 
defeating. 

Fourth, steps have been taken 
to accelerate markedly procur- 
ment for needed defense and 
civilian requirements 

Fifth. recommendations have 
been made to Congress to deal 
with special problems. An ex- 
ample is my proposal of March 
twenty-fifth to provide tempo- 
rary unemployment insurance 
benefits to individuals who 
have exhausted their regular 
benefits. This proposal goes di- 
rectly to the heart of the prob- 
lem of relieving human hard- 
ship arising from the recession. 
There can be arguments about 
the details, but there is no

icy that has aroused intense 
interest, both in and out of gov- 
ernment.

The timing of such changes 
always poses problems. During 
periods of high business ac- 
tivity and high employment 
there is concern with inflation- 
ary effects. In a time like the 
present, with its rising govern- 
ment expenditures, we are par- 
ticularly sensitive to tax bur- 
dens, but there is likewise 
great concern with the future | 
impact of increasing current | 
deficits. 

After consultation with con- 
gressiional leaders, certain 
decisions will shortly be taken 
in the field of taxation. They 
will be made in the light of 
the latest information regard- 
ing the eeonomic situation 
and with a full evaluation of 
the probable short and long 
range eonsequences.

WASHINGTON, May 21 —| 
Attorney General Thomas Me- 
Bride of Pennsylvania said yes- 
terday that despite the useful- 
ness of wiretapping in catching 
criminals there should be a 
federal law barring it. 

The Federal Communications 
Act makes interception and di- 
vulgence of a telephone or tele- 
graph message by anyone, un- 
less authorized by the origina- 
tor, a crime. However, the De- 
partment of Justice interprets | 
this law as meaning that inter- | 
ception and divulgence teken 
together are unlawful but that . 
interception alone is not. 

Beyond that, the Govern- 
ment also says that divulgence 
of intercepted material is not 
illegal so long as & is limited 
to federal agencies, such as the 
Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion.

McBride was a witness be- 
fore the Senate Constitutional 
Rights subcommittee which {fs 
conducting hearings on wire- 
tapping. He said that “wire- 
tapping does help catch erimi- 
nals, but my personal view is 
that the tap should be banned 
by federal law because there 
is not sufficient good accom- 
plished by it to overcome the 
loss to decent people of hav- 
ing taken from them the pri- 
vacy they are entitled to in 
telephone conversations.” 

“People ought to be 
that they can talk over 
telephone without somebody 
listening in,” McBride said. 

He said that the Pennsyl- 
vania statute, enacted in 1956. 
prohibits wiretapping or divul- 
gence of conversations and that 
it will stand regardless of what 
liberties are taken by law en- 
forcement officers under. the 
federal statute. 

Police in Pennsylvania are 
quite critical of the state law, 
McBride went on, contending 


sure 
the 


that it hampers their work 
against gamblers and other 
criminals. 


“The police want te put a 
tap on everything, from the 
numbers game to kidnaping,” 
McBride said. “Not long ago 
some Philadelphia policemen 
raided a home looking for 
gamblers and arrested two el- 
derly ladies who couldn't have 
been mixed up in the rackets. 
They argued later that if they 
had the right to tap the tele- 
phone of these two old ladies 
they would have known they 
werent gamblers and would 
not have made the mistake of 
arresting them.” 

On New York Law. 

McBride took issue with a 
New York state law which au- 
thorizes state courts to issue 
permits to police for wiretaps. 
He said it was fallacious for 
anyone to argue that there is 
an analogy in such permits and 
the search and seizure warrants 
which federal law authorizes 
courts to issue. 

A search warrant, he pointed 
out, applies to certain premises 
and the seizure authorization 
applies to specific material and 
the time at which the action is 
to take place is clearly speci- 
fied in most cases. Moreover, 
McBride said, a person who is 
the target of a warrant has the 
right to go to court to fight 
its legality. 

In the case of a wiretap, 
however, it is impossible to de- 
lineate properly the conversa- 
tions to be overheard and there 
is no one to whom the subjects 
of a wiretap can appeal for 
redress because they do not 
know it is taking place. 

Senator Roman Hruska 
(Rep.), Nebraska, who presided 
at the hearing in the absence 
of Senator Thomas C. Hennings 
Jr. (Dem.), Missouri, the com- 
mittee chairman, asked Me- 
Bride if the state bar on wire- 
taps had “impeded law en- 
forcement officers.” 

“They feel that it impedes 
them in the detection and pun- 
ishment of crime,” the Attorney 
General replied. “And I think 
to some extent their complaints 
are justified. But their com- 
plaints have to be weighed 
against the rights of the people 
to privacy.”

PLAN TO PROTECT INDIANS 
IN DISPOSAL OF MINERALS 


WASHINGTON, May 21 (AP) 
—Indian Commissioner Glenn 
L. Emmons has announced a 
new procedure designed to 
protect Indian landowners 
against unwise or unwitting 
sale of mineral assets. 

Emmons said that hereafter 
all Indians who ask the bureau 
to sell their trust or restricted 
holdings will be urged to re- 
serve the mineral rights if the 
lands are in an area where the 
Geological Survey reports the 
land to be prospectively valu- 
able for minerals. 

In other areas, Indians ask- 
ing for sale of their holdings 
will be explicitly advised that 
they may reserve all or any 
part of the minerals if they 
wish. In sales involving hold- 
ings of Indians who need con- 
tinuing assistance in managing 
their affairs, all mineral rights 
will be automatically reserved 
if the Geological Survey re- 
ports the area to be of pro- 
spective value for minerals. 


ESTIMATES 2-BILLION SAVING 
ON USE OF COLLEGE SPACE 


NEW YORK, May 21 (UP)— 
A survey firm says American 
colleges and universities can 
save two billion dollars in the 
next 12 years by better use of 
existing classrooms. 

Space Utilization Analysis, 
Inc., said it reached that con- 
clusion through study of col- 
lege and university plans for 


buildings to meet expected in-

The bill also would boost 
the pay of 500,000 postal work- 
ers as of last Jan. 1—one of 
ep features which had led 

to some predictions Mr. Eisen- 
hower might veto the bill.

But a Republican Senator re- 
ported today that Postmaster 
General Summerfield strongly 
indorsed the measure at a 
White House conference of 
G.O.P. leaders Monday. The 
Senator, asking that his name 
not be used, saw this as a 
strong indication Mr. Eisen- | 
hower would sign the bill. 

Some opposition had been | 
expected from both the Presi- | 
dent and the Postmaster Gen- 
eral also because the rate in- 
creases were less than they 
asked for and the pay increases 
were bigger than they recom- 
mended. 

However, Summerfield was 
understood to have given 
strong approval to the rate in- 
creases in the bill. The Admin- 
istration has been trying to get 
a big rate boost since 1953 to 
offset increasing postal de- 
ficits. 

Senate staff experts said the 
added revenue from rate in- 
creases in the bill now is fig- 
ured at $575,000,000 annually 
at full effect instead of the 
$530,000,000 announced when 
the conferees completed their 
work last Wednesday. 

They said also the pay in- 
creases for the 500,000 postal 
employes would total about) 
$265,000,000 a year instead of | 
the $257,000,000 figured last | 
week. |

1. Revision of the Internal 
Revenue code to permit in- 
vestors in small businesses 
to deduct in full any losses 
of up to $50,000 in any one 
year. 

2. Authorize businesses to 
depreciate at faster-than- 
usual rates purchases of 
used equipment “not exceed- 
ing perhaps $50,000 in any 
one year.” Weeks said most 
new businesses start with 
used equipment and that any 
increase in the use of such 
equipment “would ultimately 
lead to larger purchases of 
new equipment.” 

3. Allow small corpora- 
tions the privilege of being 
taxed as partnerships in cer- 
tain cases, He said this would 
give them greater stability 
and would involve a relative- 
ly smali revenue loss to the 
Government. 

4. Allow the payment of 
estate taxes over a period of 
up to 10 years by estates 
consisting largely of invest- 
ments in closely held busi- 
ness firms. “This would 
avoid many cases of forced 
sales in order to pay taxes,” 
Weeks said. : 

He said he is “convinced 
that the Government could af- 
ford such temporary losses of 
revenue as may result from 
these proposals.” He said any 
losses would be temporarv “and 
that the stimulus to newe in- 
vestment on the part of private 
investors will, within a short 
time, result in sufficient ex- 
pansion to offset such losses.” 

Reason for Plan No, 5. 
Weeks noted also that small 

businesses often have difficul- 
ty borrowing money to get 


started or to expand their op-| 


erations. It was in this con- 
nection that he outlined his 
fifth proposal. 

He suggested the creation of 
investment companies financed 
primarily with private funds 
which would advance money to 
small concerns through deben- 
tures that could later be con- 
verted into common stock. 

“In order to establish such 
Investment companies as quick- 
ly as possible and with the 
least addition to Government 
overhead, I believe the ably- 
managed Small Business Ad- 
ministration could be author- 
ized to make loans to such 
investment companies so long 
as they conform to the rules 
and regulations laid down by 
the Small Business Administra- 
tion,” Weeks said. 

He suggested that SBA loans 
to such investment companies 
be equal to the paid-in capital 
and surplus of the companies 
at the start. 

He said the use of private 
institutions to finance small 
business “keeps the Govern- 
ment as far from business 
ownership as is possible. And 
the conversion feature (of the 


debentures) affords an oppor-. 
tunity for sufficient gain to. 


offset the inherent hazards of 
small operations.” 

Weeks said he would suggest 
also that investors in these 
companies be allowed to deduct 
any losses in full.

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Just Around the Corner 


President Eisenhower's address to the 
American Management Association Tuesday 
night should be considered in the light of his 
attitude toward the recession of 1954. 

According to Robert J. Donovan’s “Inside 
Story” of the first Eisenhower term, when 
unemployment in March of that year reached 
3,725,000 or 5.8 per cent of the labor force, 
the President came to the weekly Cabinet 
meeting “in a deadly serious mood.” Some 
of his advisers suggested that anti-recession 
action should be withheld unless unemploy- 
ment became worse. The President sternly 
retorted that “timely action would forestall 
the need for drastic action. Again he insisted 
at Jeast upon preparedness to act at any 
moment.” 

As things turned out, 3,725,000 represented 
the peak of unemployment in 1954. The re- 
cession was over by fall of that year, in large 
part because, as economists now agree, the 
Eisenhower Administration permitted taxes to 
be cut by some seven billion dollars in the 
face of possible Treasury deficits. Thereafter 
the Administration did not hesitate to take 
credit for helping to stem the downturn by 
“deliberately pursuing” the appropriate mon- 
etary, tax and expenditure policies.

Today, unemployment stands at 5,120,000, 
or 7.5 per cent of the labor force, but the 
President in his New York speech did not 
display anything like the “deadly serious 
mood” of 1954. 

Today, according to charts presented to the 
House Banking Committee by the Committee 
for Economic Development, the recession is 
more serious in virtually every respect than 
was either of its two postwar predecessors. 
Gross national product has fallen 4 per cent 
as compared with a drop of 2.4 per cent in 
1953-54. Industrial production has fallen 14 
per cent as compared with 10 per cent then. 
Unemployment is the highest since before 
World War II. Housing starts are down 17 
per cent, whereas in 1954 they stayed vir- 
tually unchanged and then rose. Plant and 
equipment expenditures by. business have 
fallen much more steeply. 

Summing up, CED President Alfred C. Neal 
said nearly a month ago that the recession 
“has become steeper than its two predeces- 
sors and, in several respects, has already 
gone as far as, or further than, either of 
them at their worst.” 

In view of these facts, should not the Pres- 
ident be insisting on a much more aggressive 
anti-recession policy than he talked about in 
1954? Instead, after telling his business-man 
audience that “we can never pep-talk our way 
to prosperity,” he proceeded to deliver a pep 
talk, exhorting business men to spend more 
money for inventories and capital investment 
than they now plan to spend. 

. > . 


Except for the hint of “certain tax deci- 
sions” shortly to be reached, his address was 
principally a catalogue of steps already taken 
—steps which so far have failed to produce 
the long-promised upturn—rather than a bold 
program of new actions. 

America must now “gather all its forces for 
a new offensive to promote an early upturn,” 
the President said; but his Administration’s 
contribution to that offensive, apart from 
exhortation, he appears to regard as already 
having been made. 


The President’s justification for this policy,” 


or lack of policy, is the familiar one. The 
economie decline “is slowing down.” There 
is “a change in the making.” We have about 
“caught our breath.” There is “reason to 
believe that much of the adjustment which 
a free economy experiences from time to 
time has already occurred.” | 

The country must anxiously hope that these 
sanguine estimates are correct. But it has 
been fed the “just-around-the-corner” medi- 
cine so long that it cannot be blamed for pre- 
ferring action to promises. When the Presi- 
dent says that recovery now depends upon 
“the conscious determination of the American 
people,” the people are entitled to ask that 


the Administration and Congress also put ° 


their shoulders to the wheel. 


A Year for the Freeholders 


The Metropolitan Freeholders are moving 
with commendable dispatch to organize them- 
selves in order to tackle the complex of area- 
wide problems the people expect them to 
solve. In their first decision of any substance 
they created a rules committee and agreed 
unanimously to the principle that they would 
have to work without delay. The committee’s 
report is due next Wednesday. 

One principle that the rules committee 
might consider establishing, it seems to us, is 
that all meetings of the board or its commit- 
tees should be open to the public. Closed 
meetings will not produce the public under- 
standing or enthusiasm that is essential to the 
success of the undertaking. The Freeholders 
were put on the job on petition of the people, 
and they must submit their work to the peo- 
ple. This suggests that the people have a 
right to be present all the time. 


For U.N. Rather Than U.S. 


In reference to Russian warnings against 
intervention in Lebanon, Secretary of State 
Dulles said that the President has ample au- 
thority to intervene, if necessary to preserve 
its independence. He declined to discuss the 
“hypothetical” possibility of sending troops, 
the most obvious form of intervention. Even 
so, his interpretation of the Eisenhower Doc- 
trine was regarded as new and radical. 

Mr. Dulles based his case on the Mansfield 
amendment, written into the resolution which 
the White House sent to Congress. 

According to the amendment, “the United 
States regards as vital to the national inter- 
est and world peace the preservation of the 
independence and integrity of the nations of 


the Middle East.” But the text continues: “To ° 


this end, if the President determines the ne- 
cessity thereof, the United States is prepared 
to use armed force to assist any such nation 
or any group of such nations requesting 
assistance against armed aggression from any 
country controlled by international Commu- 
nism...” 

So the new interpretation of the Secre- 
tary of State is wide open to questioning. But 
even aside from this, it was well that he de- 
clined to discuss military action. Unilateral 
intervention surely can be only a last resort. 
Preservation of Lebanese sovereignty obvi- 
ously is the concern of the United Nations.

Rocks and Rills or Sign-F ences 


In this season of blooming and burgeoning 
motorists take to the highways again, not be- 
cause they must get from here to there, but 
to enjoy America, the beautiful. And what do 
they see? Rocks and rills and templed hills? 
More likely billboards, ugly by day and garish 
by night with reflecting paint and neon tubes. 

It need not be that way, of course. In 
northern Wisconsin, for example, nothing de- 
tracts from the miles and miles of pine and 
birch, of lake and stream. Only at side roads 
do neat, pointed white signs indicate the 
route to the resort a motorist may be seeking. 
Compared with this, the main roads into Mis- 
souri’s Ozarks make one shudder. 


Beauty, often sadly undervalued, is only 
one reason why the Missouri Legislature, 
guided by the State. Highway Commission, 
should curb the billboard rash. The taxpay- 
ers’ dollars and cents are involved. Under 
the new amendment to the Federal Highway 
Act, Washington now pays a bonus of % of 
1 per cent on interstate road funds to states 
which comply with federal billboard controls. 
It is estimated that Missouri could get an 
extra $3,000,000 for highways this way. That 
is too much money to pass up. 

To collect this bonus, the Legislature must 
act in 1959. So the Highway Commission 
should have recommendations ready for the 
opening of the session. 


Once More, Death Aloft 


The mid-air collision of an airliner and a 
military jet training plane over Maryland 
with loss of 12 lives brings renewed urgency 
to the need for reducing this major peril of 
the airways. The time for head-holding and 
finger-pointing over this type of accident is 
long past. Remedial action is imperative. 

It was only last month that 49 persons died 
in a startlingly similar accident over the Ne- 
vada desert. In the Maryland tragedy, a 
Capital airliner was letting down for Balti- 
more on instrument flight rules in aceordance 
with the traffic plan for the busy “golden tri- 
angle” linking Baltimore, Chicago and New 
York.~A National Guard interceptor jet. fly- 
ing a training mission: under visual flight 
rules, hit the airliner at 8000 feet. 

The National Guard pilot, who parachuted 
to safety, said that he never did see the air- 
liner. Even if the vision from plane cockpits 
was excellent, instead of being limited to 
5 per cent of the plane's vertical, horizontal 
and longitudinal azimuths, what chance .is 
there for two 500-mile-an-hour planes on col- 
lision courses to dodge each other? How 
could the military pilot “see or be seen’ be- 
yond any chance of collision? How could 
t be any disputing the fact that the major 
ai would be safer without military jets 
on training missions adding to the peril of 
overburdened and outmoded traffic facilities?

Strauss controversies and, that the 
Strauss vanity being what it is, the 
nation will have another five years 
of dominance by this contentious 
man in an increasingly sensitive 
post. 

The extent to which Mr. Strauss 
has become custodian of our atomic 
destiny is not widely realized. It 
was the original intention of the Con- 
gress which created the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission that it should con- 
sist of five people equal in power 
and authority and with a specialized 
knowledge of the problems they 
must meet. 

Thus, it-was argued, discussion and 
a continuing exchange of knowledge 
would give Congress and the nation 
the wisdom of five informed minds. 

In 1954 Mr. Strauss asked Con- 


gress to amend the law in order that 
he might become “principal officer” 
of the commission. His reasoning 
was typical. Since he had by then 
become both the AEC member Of 
the National Security Council and 
the President’s principal adviser on 
atomic energy matters, he argued 
that he probably knew a lot of things 
the other AEC members should not 
know. He was angrily opposed on 
this by Thomas E. Murray, the only 
hold-over AEC member, and by mem- 
bers of Congress whom he had an- 
tagonized. Congress compromised 
and allowed him to call himself “‘of- 
ficial spokesman.” 


Since then Mr. Strauss has been 
able to remake the AEC into a body 
that rubber-stamps his every act and 
word. It has a scientist, Dr. Willard 
F. Libby, whose role is occasionally 
to indorse the chairman's claims that 
radioactive fallout does not really 
constitute a growing danger to man- 
kind. 


There are three non-scientists, 
Harold S. Vance, a vice president of 
the Studebaker Corp.; John F. Flo- 
berg, a corporation lawyer, and John 
S. Graham, a financial consultant. So 
far as the public knows the last three 
have never opened their mouths in 
debate with Mr. Strauss. 

Commissioners Floberg and Gra- 
ham replaced Thomas E. Murray, 
whose differences with Mr. Strauss 
were a constant reminder that more 
than one viewpoint could exist on 
atomic matters, and the late Dr. John 
Von Neuman, a distinguished mathe- 
matician who added formidable sci- 
entific talent to the group. 

The commission now has a ma- 
jority of people who know very little 
about its important problems. It is 
no longer a forum for the exchange 
of ideas. It is content to leave to 
Mr. Strauss all official liaison with 
Congress, the White House and the 
public. 

Congress never intended that any- 
thing as important to mankind as 
the future of our atomic energy pro- 
gram should be decided by one man, 
even a man with a messianic sense 


of his own rightness, which Mr. 
Strauss certainly has. But in effect 
this is what we now have. And the 
only way in which this dangerous 
trend can be reversed is for Mr. 
Eisenhower not to reappoint Mr. 
Strauss next month. 


With the appointment of a man 
less arrogant, less positive that all 
wisdom reposes in him, !ess critical 
of the motives of any and a)| critics, 
the commission might begin to re- 
cover some of the functions Con- 
gress originally tried to bestow. 


Unfortunately, Mr. Strauss is about 
the only commission member or 
energy expert the President ever 
sees. Mr. Eisenhower most assuredly 
has the Strauss viewpoint, not only 
on atomic matters but on all the 
feuds and personality difficulties 
which beset the controversial chair- 
man. 

Yet the next five years may be 
crucial ones, not only in the develop- 
ment of atomic weapons but in all 
the manifold areas of peaceful atom- 
ic progress. 

If the President, whose stubborn- 
ness is probably equal to that of Mr. 
Strauss himself, 
insists on renom- 
inating his stormy 
commissioner, a 
fairly ugly name- 
calling contest in 
the Senate is all 
but inevitable.

Father Reinert Puts Value 
on Property Given to 
St. Louis U.

The estate of. Miss Mary Cor- 
nelia Clemens, which she gave 
to St. Louis University in 1934, 
was valued at slightly more 
than $1,000,000 yesterday by 
the Very Rev. Paul C. Reinert 
S.J., president of the univer- 
sity. 

Miss Clemens, member of a 
pioneer St. Louis family, died 
of infirmities of age Sunday at 
St. Mary’s Hospital. She was 85 
years old and lived at the For- 
est Park Hotel. Funeral serv- 
ices were held today at St.

Church with burial in Calvary 
Cemetery. 

Father Reinert said in a 
statement that Miss Clemens’s 
estate at the time she gave it 
to the university consisted of 
real estate and securities val- 
ued at about $350,000.

Contrary to popular belief, 
the survey revealed that only 
9.2 per cent of the operators 
involved in accidents were un- 
der 20 years old.

Representative Thomas B. Cur- 
tis (Rep.), Webster Groves, dis- 
agreed today with a group of 
Washington University faculty 
members who believe the

Curtis defended the House 
committee and criticized the 
Supreme Court, the Washing- 
ton University: teachers and | 
the St. Louis Civil Liberties | 
Committee. |

In a letter to Curtis, the 
Washington University group. 
urged him to “do cd reed 
in your power to curtail the 
activities of this (Un-Ameri-— 
can Activities) committee if, 
you cannot correct them.” ) 

The letter was signed by 21 
faculty members led by Huston ' 
Smith, professor of philosophy. 
They accused the House com- 
mittee of ignoring the Supreme 
Court's decision in the Watkins 
case.

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A ‘New Low.’ 

Curtis assailed the Watkins 
decision as “a new low in legal 
scholarship on the part of the 
United States Supreme Court.” 

In that decision, the court 
held that congressional com- 
mittees do not have unlimited 
powers. The decision said ques- 
tions asked by investigating. 
committees must be pertinent 
to the line of inquiry author- 
ized by congress 

Curtis also had some sharp 
words for the St. Louis Civil 
Liberties committee, saying: | 
“It comes as strange philosophy 
from a group which proclaims 
itself interested in civil liber- 
ties to advocate government by 
men rather than government 4 
by law.” 

In their letter, the faculty 
members said they wanted to 
indorse an earlier letter to 
Curtis from the civil liberties 
group, which also criticized the 
Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee for ignoring the Wat- 
kins decision 

Curtis’s Reply. 

In a four-page letter of reply 
to Smith and the other teath- 
ears, Curtis said the court's de- 
cision misstated facts and | 
showed “ignorance of congres- 
sional procedures.” | 

He told the faculty membétfs: 
“Because your group does not 
like what the Congress has 
done, apparently it would en- 
courage the Supreme Court to 
disregard self-discipline and 
seek to encroach on the powers 
of the Congress. 

“I may presume that if the 
Supreme Court happened to do 
something your group disliked, 
such as the Dred Scott deci- 
sion, you would propose the re- 
verse procedure and urge the 
Congress to disregard self-dis- 
cipline and seek to encroach 
on the powers of the court.” 

Deep and irreconcilable dis- 
Satisfaction with any of the | 
three branches of the Federal 
Government should be settled 
by amending the Constitution. 
rather than by action of an- 
other branch, Curtis declared. 
Opposes Action by Congress. 

For this reason, and because 
“two wrongs do not make a 
right,” Curtis said, he has op- 
posed “the recent attempts on 
the part of the Congress to 
limit the jurisdiction of the 
Supreme Court.” 

The rules of procedure of the 
Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee, he added, “are prob- 
ably the most exacting of any 
committee in either the House 
or the Senate.” Curtis is not 
a member of the committee. 

“Any committee that goes 
beyond the bounds of what the 
House wants is called to task ' 
pretty quickly,” he went on. | 
“Actually, the Un-American 
Activities Committee has done 
what no other committee has 
done. It has insisted that its 
authorization and appropria- | 
tion of funds be approved by 
record vote in the House. 

“The record votes are there 
for all to see, and only one or 
two brave souls over a period 
of years have ever dared vote 
against the appropriation of 
the funds the committee re- 
quested.”

NEW YORK, May 21 (AP). 

IT HAS BEEN SAID that 
one out of every three new- 
comers to New York City first 
tries to settle in Greenwich 
Village. 

I was one of the three. 

Those who came here from 
out of town do so not to vote, 
but to gamble. They gamble 
on the idea that, while this is 
a great town to visit, it is the 
best town to live in. 

They feel that, with what- 
ever talents they have, the 
odds are more in their favor 
here than where they come 
from. 

This is the city of the big 
pitch. It isn’t the nation’s capi- 
tal. But it is the city that 
stares at Washington with the 
most collected capital and the 
most collective culture. 


When I was a young news- 
paper man in the hinterland, 
it was hard to count on a 
future by the side of your 
father’s river. Your idea of 
opportunity bordered the 
Potomac or the Hudson, and 
I ended up in Greenwich 
Village.

Still a Question: 
Was He Followed? 


Ninth of a series on Art Buchwald’s trip to 
Russia. 


THE FIRST QUESTION everyone. asks you on your 
“Were you followed?” 
Every Western tourist likes to think he was. There is 
really no fun going to a police state of you're not followed 
by someone. In the Hotel Metropole in Moscow we had the 
feeling we were being watched, but it was always by other 
tourists who though we were watching them. It’s kind 
of discouraging, when you think someone is on your tail, 
to discover it’s a student from the University of Southern 
California who is competing in a music festival. 


But no one knows when he’s being followed or if 
there is a hidden microphone in the hotel room. Once we 
decided to test it to see whether there was a hidden mike 
in the room. We shouted at the top of our lungs: “Why 
doesn’t this blankety-blank hotel have any hot water?” 


The next day, sure enough, there was hot 
water in the room. It might have just been a 
coincidence, but we prefer to think the tape re- 
cording of our question got to the right person. 

Peter Stone, our traveling companion, used 
to cause trouble in Moscow restaurants when, 
after a few vodkas, he would yell: “My MVD man 
can lick any MVD man in the house.” 


Our friends in Moscow told us that if you were con- 
sidered important enough they might plant an agent 
provocateur on you, in many cases a beautiful woman. 
This naturally got us very excited, and wé hinted to our 
Intourist guide that if the right person approached us, 
we might pass on the secret of the main control switch 
for our car’s window lifts. 


A FEW NIGHTS LATER we received a telephone 
call from a woman who purred in French: “I have to 
see you.” 

“Do you have an agent provocateur for my friend?” 
we asked excitedly. 

“I must see you alone.” 

We made a rendezvous to meet in the lobby of the 
Peking Hotel, and took along the torn half of the car's 
instruction book to-show her we meant business. 

But she never showed up. We went back to the Metro- 
pole and at two in the morning she called again. “Where 
were you?” she asked. 

“I was there, where were you?” we said. 

“You weren't there. But I’m at the apartment now 
and I’m very lonely.” 

“What's the address?” 

“You know where it is,” she sighed, and hung up. 

Two days later she called again. “I want to see you.” 

“I know,” we said. “I want to see you too.” 


“Meet me in front of the GUM department store,”

We waited in front of the GUM department store until 
midnight, but she never came.

An American passport is treated with a great 
deal of respect in Russia, as we discovered one 
afternoon when we decided to see Khrushchev at 
a mass meeting given for him at the Lenin 
Sports Palace. We asked our Intourist guide if 
he would take us and he said it was impossible 
for us to go. The rally was only for Communist 
dignitaries. We asked all the American corre- 
spondents in Moscow if they could get us in, but 
they all said it was impossible. Security was so 
strict that. we wouldn’t be able to get within three 
traffic lights of the stadium. 


But we had nothing else to do, so we got into the car 
and told John, our chauffeur, to drive us to the palace. 
There were militiamen along all the roads, but when they 
saw our Chrysler, which we had instructed John to drive 
at high speed in the lane reserved for Soviet Zims, they 
waved us on. We screeched up to the palace and, as John 
opened the door, all the militiamen on duty outside the 
stadium saluted. We returned the salute, and, to make 
it more authentic, Peter gave John a dressing down in front 
of-everyone. We walked through the gates without diffi- 
eulty. But inside, where the MVD were checking invi- 
tations, we didn’t have the car. Instead we whipped out 
our American passports and smiled. The MVD man kept 
looking for an invitation, but couldn’t find one in the 
passport. He called other MVD men, and they also seemed 
confused. Finally a secret policeman who spoke English 
looked at the passport. 


“WHERE IS your invitation?” he asked. 

“We don’t have one.” 

“Who told you that you could come?” 

“The American correspondents said it was all right.” 
“Okay,” he said, returning the passports, and he ordered 
one of the men to give us two of the best seats in the 
house. 

We were disappointed when Khrushchev sald some 
uncomplimentary things about the United States at the 
rally, but we couldn’t very well complain, since we weren't 
formally invited. 

It did show, though, that an American passport means 
more in Russia than it does in Western Europe. We re- 
‘member very well producing our passport when we tried 
‘to get into the Royal Enclosure at Ascot a few years ago, 
‘and how the security people there took one look at it and

Joe, it 
seems, was tossed out of the 
Social Register for throwing 
empty Sneaky Pete bottles out 
of flophouse windows. 

“Even on the Bowery you 
got to live up to certain rules 
of polite behavior if you want 
to keep up your social stand- 
ing,” explained Harry Baron- 
ian, editor of the Bowery News 
and publisher of the Bowery 
Social Register. “You break the 
rules and you're socially dead.” 

Unlike its counterpart up- 
town which lists only the 
socially acceptable among the 
white-tie-and-tiara set and 
never comments when some 
blueblood is booted out, the 
Bowery Social Register lists 
both “ins” and “outs” and 
prints the reasons when it gives 
some stiff the gate. 

Among “The Outs for 58” 


are: 

“Eddie the Junkie—Out for 
swiping the zinc caps from jars 
of preserves left on a porch 
by a Bronx housewife. He selis 
the zine to junk dealers for a 
few cents.” 

“Squint-Eye Sid—Out for ro- 
mancing that poor old lady on 
home relief, taking her dough 
and then taking a powder.” 

“The Ghoul—Out and beat 
it, bud. What a racket he has: 
On Sundays when the boys 
can’t get a drink early in the 
morning, he sells them pints 
of watered-down Sneaky Pete 
(cheap wine) for a dollar, dou- 
ble the usual price and then 
some.” 

“Ned the Bed Maker—He’s 
out because he’s got too much 
larceny in the blood. He’s been 
tipping off sneak thieves in the 
flophouses as to when certain 
guys get their relief, security or 
pension checks. That’s how a 
lot of the boys get robbed.” 

“Frisco Sam—Out for claim- 
ing he’s a real hobo from the 
West Coast. We found out he’s 
nothing but a rubber bum 
(hitchhiker.)” 

“Nelson the Bum — Out for 
getting uppity. Here’s another 
guy who was meek and humble 
in the old days when he was tap 
city (broke), but now that he’s 
on home relief, the common 
bums are not good enough for 
Nelson.” 

Into the “Ins” columns, the 
Bowery Social Register wel- 
comed such characters as The 
Mad Man From Massachusetts 
“for brightening the Bowery by 
being the city’s most unusual 
character and doing the wildest 
things imaginable”; Polish Joe 
Joe “for buying pastrami sand- 
wiches for fellow stiffs”; Buf- 
falo Chuch “for writing a poem 
about Whistler’s Mother”: and 
Gus the Swede “for his demon- 
stration in helping the boys 
when he had dough made while 
working on an excursion boat.” 

Again included among the 
Bowery elite in the Skid Row 
Blue Book are Bozo, Crown

one-time organ grinder, “for 
his love of good music.” 

Only woman included in this 
years Skid Row Register is 
Boxcar Betty, ex-hula dancer, 
coal miner and snake charmer. 
Married in 1952 to a ship's 
cook, cigar-smoking Betty dis- 
appeared briefly from the 
Bowery but soon returned with 
the observation that “married 
life ain’t for a lady hobo.” 
Since then Betty has been reg- 
ularly carried in the Blue Book 
of Society’s Basement “for re- 
search proving that the flavor 
of a cigar is improved if 
dipped occasionally in a glass 
of beer.” 

Former women Registerites 
tossed out of the Blue Book 
this year were Sal the Glue- 
neck, “for flimflamming the 
boys,” and Red Nose Alice, 
“who once was satisfied to 
drink rub-a-dub-dub (rubbing 
alcohol) and now insists on or- 
dering daiquiris.” 

Some of the bums think that 
social arbiter Baronian is too 
hard on the hoboes, tomato-can 
stiffs, panhandlers, grease-tails, 
tramps, ‘drag moochers and 


ronian says he knew the guy, 
“a Park avenue hobo with noth- 
ing to his name but money,” 
and “sort of got to thinking. 
This guy and others like him 
dine on caviar and sleep off 
their champagne drunks in 
penthouses while Bowery bums 
eat bologna ends and collapse 
under the weight of too much 
Sneaky Pete in doorway ‘dor- 
mitories’.”’ Baronian decided “‘to 
get up a Bowery Social Reg- 
ister.” 

He promptly dug into the 
contents of an ancient Sara- 
toga trunk which serves as a 
filing case for his Bowery News 
and compiled a list of all the 
famous bums, stiffs, hoboes and 
“gentlemen of doubtful domi- 
cile” about whom the News had 
carried stories since its found- 
ing in 1945. 

The first issue of the Bow- 
ery Social Register in 1949 sold 
about 5000 copies; this year the 
sale is expected to be in the 
neighborhood of 8000. 

“The hoboes take it out for 
sale on the road and it sells 
just as well out of town as it 
does here on the Bowery,” 
Baronian says. 


As an authority on Skid Row 
Society, Baronian has been on 
several television shows and 
occasionally “lectures” at the 
College of Complexes, an off-

bundle willies who inhabit New 
York’s famous Skid Row. But 
the better element of bumdom 
hails Harry as a hard worker 
in the interests of Skid Row 
society. 

He has for years carried on 
a crusade in the columns of 
the Bowery News to outlaw 
the sale of Sneaky Pete in pint 
bottles. He’s for putting the 
stuff up in quarts or fifths 
“because any stiff can mooch 
a half-dollar for a pint but get- 
ting a buck for a quart is a 
tougher job.” Baronian has also 
campaigned for cleaner horse- 
markets (cheap restaurants) and 
for a Bowery tuberculosis clinic 
because TB is the bane of the 
bums who either sleep off their 
Sneaky Pete drunks in the 
drafty doorways of vacant build- 
ings or snore more peacefully 
in the fetid air of the Bowery’s 
crowded flophouses. 


Baronian has been publishing 
the Bowery News since 1945 
and in 1949 turned out the first 
edition of the Bowery Social 
Register. 


The idea for the Bowery So- 
cial Register burst full bloom 
upon Baronian one day when 
he read a story about “some 
guy in the champagne and 
caviar set getting the heave-ho 
from the society register.” Ba-

Taste of Night Life in Las Vegas | 


New Experience for Mrs. Roosevelt

BOULDER, Colo., May 21. 
NOW I HAVE SPENT my 


first evening and day in Las 


Vegas, Nev., and it was quite 
an experience. There you are 
surrounded by desert in a beau- 
tiful climate, It is warm, even 
at night. 


We flew in after dark and 
could see the long avenue of 
lights stretching into the dis- 
tance and a cross avenue with 
more lights at both ends. One 
is in the city of Las Vegas. 
Here there are only one or two 
gambling night clubs. They 
are large, but as I understand 
it, there are certain restrictions 
in the city. 

In the county, these restric- 
tions do not exist, and so the 
major night clubs and. gam- 
bling halls are at this end of 
the lighted road. 

We quickly changed our 
clothes on arrival and then we 
were whisked from one place 
to another to get an idea of 
what night-club life in Las 
Vegas means. 


Every place has gambling 
tables of all kinds, with slot 
machines on the side. There 
are a variety of places to eat, 
and there is always one place 
where at certain hours en- 
tertainment goes on. Nearly 
all these clubs have a pool 
and bedrooms stretching out 
in the rear where people can 
stay at not very extravagant 
prices. The food is excellent 
and also not very expensive. 


They told me that two places 
had closed, victims of the 
recession, but on the whole |! 
saw very little that spoke of 
hardship. They told me people 
come there from all over the 
world but they’ § eventually 
acknowledged that the major

part of their clientele comes 
from southern California. 

And the major part of life 
while you are here seems to be 
gambling. That so} many peo- 
ple should have so much time 
to spend and so much money 
to waste, unless they happen to 
be lucky winners, seems in- 
credible. 


When we were leaving, one 
man on the plane was over- 
heard to say that he had lost 
$20,000, .and another $400. I 
suppose they go back in the 
hope that their luck will 
change. Gambling in itself 
seems to have a fascination, 
for I saw people still at the 
tables when I went to meet 
my American Association for 
the United Nations people in 
a quiet dining room at 9 
o'clock the next morning. 


The following morning, be- 


tween a press conference and 


a luncheon where I was to 
speak, I managed to see the 
last of the night clubs, I really 
managed to get a compre- 
hensive view of the people as 
they were coming in to begin 
the day. 

Las Vegas is a spot where 
you turn night into day, and 
lunch is an early time to begin 
your day. Many people sleep 
until 5 p.m. or so. A strange 
place and a strange life. 


I suppose to a great many 
people this is relaxation, for 


they go back to their work ex- 


hilirated and rested. To me, it 
was ircomprehensible, but I 
was glad to get a glimpse of 
something so totally different. 
I don’t think I will ever get 
over being curious about every 
phase.of human behavior. 

During the day the A.A.U.N. 
held a luncheon at which the 
guests were largely the non- 
gambling permanent residents 
of the town. Between 600 and 
700 persons attended. 


So many celebrities on the 
entertainment world dined 
with me before I took my 
plane on Saturday evening 
or came up to speak to me at 
different times that I'm not 
even going to begin to men- 
tion them by name for fear 
of forgetting someone. They 
were all kind and courtegus 
and delightful, and I with I 
could have seen some of the 
entertainment, but I had to 
have some sleep.

A Close Look at Uranus

position, Uranus is about one 
billion miles from Nep'

The two planets are rather 
close in diameter, but Uranus 
is larger. Early measurements 
indicated that Neptune was 
larger, but better instruments 
have placed Uranus a little 
ahead in size. Often they are 
called ‘twin planets.’ ”

see four m®ons within easy 
range of the planet. : 

“Two of those moons were 
discovered in the eighteenth 
century,” the guide remarks.
